The workers don't support finance capital 
first, industrial capital second, and perhaps 
retail capital third in pyramidal steps.

control duexnn't exist. Same thing in S.E. Asia. 
Miecromowic N. Vietnam allegedly has broughs: the 
Colusa | . war machine toa halt cunaided, 
thnragd) the ‘power of the people’. China of Hus- 
gia allegedly were not involved at all. With the 


North Victs being trapped in tbe Chinese orbit of 
influence, this does mot make China a developing 
imperialist power at all, so they would say. 


The overall cause of working claas social trama

basically ignored by Maoists — in (China and 
elsewhere. Whether Canadian workers are exploited 
by foreign or "their own" national bosses makes 
no real difference to their lot. ADG the steamy 
rhetoric of the Canadian Manist mippets revolves 
aruund pramoting the profit interests of the 
rulers who pull their strings, in neo Imperiaiist 
(hina. Sum idea of the anti-wurking class basis 
of Canadian Maoists can be noted by observing the 
lot of workers and peasants in China. Very like— 
ly tu raise an eyebrow is the C.P.C. (ML) conde 
nation of “Tasciaed lubor laws" in Canada during 
Wrid War II in light of the nun-free-unicn asd 
nu strike laws of present day China. Of curse 
workers of China are there to do the bidding of 


the omming class of that coumtry af a sraurve of 
surplus Vaive for expanaian of capital. an in 
every other country. Dr. Darry Ri:deuid., in bie 
book “Industrial Society in Cunmuinist Ohina” «said 
there were 300,U00 capitaliats in China in i969. 
Dr. Richmond spent two muthe in China and irter 
viewed 200 peaple including managens, \ommunixt” 
Party and trade uitun officiais, staf! specita!- 
ists. ergineers, technicians and wrkers plus in- 
terviews in 38 industries and central, provincial 
aod runicipal planring organivaticom ard many 
other organizatiq@s as well as informal tale 
with many mare citizens.

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Research has shown that a majority of criminals 
come from unhuppy humes, that a lot of hastility

murd involve temporarily insane people who are 
frienus or relatives. like husbands and wives. 


But capitalism encourages violence in other ways. 
Legal murder, called war, or ‘National Defence,’ 
is a huge industry and organizes millions of men 
into professional killing apparatus’. Many of 

the violent crimes committed in the U.S after 

the gecond world war, korean and Vietnam wars 
were by retumed Vets, who, in additian to belng 
in traumatic psychological shape, had been se) 
trained in the use of firearms.

Other bau examples set by this society whic

gma}l ones for stealing a million dollars -- 
depending, an who is doing the stealing. 


The incident of Tam Scallen, big time hockey 
prumter cumes to mind. He served 8 months in a 
minimum security lockup, of a 2 year sentence be- 
tore being sent back to the States as a free man. 
lle had stolen $3 million and issued a false share 
prospectus for Northwest Sports Enterprises. 
(Victoria Times, Feb. 5/75). Qn the otber hand, 
Ray Ward. «native Indian, got 3 years in the 
naxinisn security B.C. penetentiary (later reduced 
to a year) for etealing a juy of wine. (West ern

The newspaper accomts of crimiials jw leasod 
aiter perhaps 30 years in the pen. wo have inen 
terrified by the suaden exposure te the anarchy 
of the outside world are sumprous. Mev have 
longed for and sim have geucceead in getting 
back to the relative tranquility of Uneir cells. 
It is virtually impossible to lock up every 
potentially dangerous individual of the thausancus 
who might break under the strain of so cal led 
living and react violently, although som U.S.
